HENRY W. LONGFELLOW. 

Full of years and honors, revered by his 
countrymen, honored by the whole English- 
speaking race, admired by the great world of 
letters, Henr)' W. Longfellow is dead. It is 
neither our province nor intention to enter into 
the details of his life or of his long and success¬ 
ful literary career. In placing our offering on 
his bier, we seek simply to voice the sympathy 
of that great craft with which his life-work was 
most closely allied, and which loses, by his 
death, one of the purest and most productive of 
its living sources of interest. 

As a matter of news, which receives addi¬ 
tional importance by the fact of his death, we 
give below some statistics as to the sale of his 
works—the surest sign of his great popularity. 

Nearly all of Longfellow’s works have sold 
enormously. Twenty-five years ago Mr. Alli- 
bone found that the ones then published had 
circulated as follows: “Voices of the Night,” 
43,000 copies ; “ Ballads and Other Poems,” 
40,000 ; “The Spanish Student,” 38,000 ; “ The 
Belfry of Bruges,” 38,000 ; “ Evangeline,” 37,- 
000 ; “ The Seaside and Fireside,” 30,000 ; “ The 
Golden Legend,” 17,000 ; “ Hiawatha ” (it had 
then been out about one year and a half). 50,000; 
“ Outre-Mer,” 7500 ; “ Hyperion,” 14,550 ; and 
“ Kavanagh,” 10,500; or, a total of 293,000 
copies for the poetical and 32,556 for the prose 
works, a grand total of 325,550 copies. This 
sale had been reached within 10 years from the 
date of the publication of “Evangeline,” and 
within ig of his first appearance with a volume 
of original poetry. What the sale has reached 
now the reader may well imagine, but it is 
known that the various collected editions of 
the poems had, in February, 1881, sold as 
follows ; “ Diamond,” no.000 copies ; “ Red 
Line,” 20,500; “Household,” 57,000; “Li¬ 
brary,” 6000. The German translations from 
him numbered 36; the Dutch, 2 ; the Swedish, 

5 ; the Danish, 2; the French, 8 ; the Italian, 9 ; 
the Portuguese, 4 ; the Spanish, i ; the Polish, 
3 ; and the Russian, Latin, Hebrew, Chinese, 
Sanskrit, each i. But the statement is not 
cornplete. A careful paper in the Cambridge 
Tribune of March 3, 1882, states, apparently on 
the authority of Mr. Longfellow’s publishers, 
that the sale of various* works of his from 1839 
to 1857 amounted to 325,550 volumes. From 
1867 to 18S1 there were sold 194,000 copies of 
his collected works, in four different editions. 
In 1881 more then 45,000 copies of his works 
were sold, and in the same year 15,000 copies of 
the “ Birthday-Book,” edited by Miss Bates. 
It is estimated that in Great Britain and Ireland 
not less than 30,000 copies of his books are sold 
annually, this being far more than of any other 
living poet; while in Canada his books find a 
greater sale than those of any other four living 
poets combined. 

The dates of publication of his 20 separately 
issued volumes of poems [1839-1880! are given 
in the very complete “ Bibliography of Long¬ 
fellow,” Literary World, Feb. 26, 1881. The 
same number also contains carefully prepared 
reviews of the various phases of his literary 
character, by T. W. Higginson, Prof. G. W. 
Greene, and others. The most complete list 
of references for the student will be found in the 
Providence Public Library lAsis, for 

Feb., 1882.

THE LEIPSIC INTERNATIONAL EXHI- 
BITION. 

Leipsic, one of the great book-centres of the 
world, is moving in the direction of a proposed 
exhibition of an important nature, and one which 
should not be permitted to pass unnoticed by 
the representatives of book-making, and its 
allied branches in this country. The Leipsic 
publishers recognize the fact that special exhi¬ 
bitions in the line of their craft maybe of direct 
and practical benefit. The excellent display 
lately made by the Cercle de la Librairie at 
Paris furnishes an additional incentive, and the 
matter has at last assumed definite shape in the 
announcement of a proposed International Ex¬ 
hibition of the Graphic Arts and of Book Manu¬ 
facture, to be held at Leipsic in the summer of 
1882. The plan as now published comprises 
exhibits under the following six sections: 

I. An historical exhibition showing the prog¬ 
ress in the making of books from 1450 to 
1850, and giving due prominence to such 
productions as even to-day may be consid¬ 
ered models of workmanship. 

H. Typography and Printing in Relief. 

1. Typography: a. Illustrated works; b. 
Printing for scientific purposes ; c. Printing 
for the people—newspapers ; d. Printing for 
business purposes—job work. 

2. Xylography, Chemitype, Zincography, 
and other methods for printing on the press 

III. Other Graphic Arts. 

1. Copper, steel, and other metal printing- 

Music. ® 

2. Lithography, Chromolithography, print¬ 
ing in oils. 

3. Photography and photographic methods 
for printing on the lithographic press. 

IV. Bookbinding in conjunction with print- 
' ing. Manufacture of bookbinder’s materials, 

leather, muslin, paste-board, bronze, etc. 

V. Manufacture of Machinery for printing pur¬ 
poses. 

1. Type-founding, cutting of matrix, stereo- 
typy and the galvano-plastic process. 


2. Manufacture of paper. 

3. Manufacture of inks and rollers. 

VI. Machinery and tools for all of the above 

named industries. 

Such an exhibition cannot, of course, fail to 
exert a direct and beneficial influence on the 
trades for whose instruction and advancement 
it is designed. It will be not merely an artistic 
display of methods of work and of the triumphs 
of the printing-press and the graver’s tools, 
but it will prove as well a real educative force 
upon all who are interested in the progress and 
perfection of all book-making aids. As such it 
cannot fail to possess interest for Americans, 
and an active participation, both as exhibitors 
and visitors, could scarcely fail of good results. 
The progress which the past few years have wit¬ 
nessed in the quality and carefuli\ess of Ameri¬ 
can engraving has been marked, and much of 
our work can justly compete with that of Euro¬ 
pean artists and workmen. The sections above 
given indicate to what extent American exhib¬ 
itors could contribute, and the opportunity is 
one to be seriously considered by the American 
trade. 

Attention should be called to the desirability 
of forming sub-committees, as has before been 
successfully done by the Cercle de la Librairie, in 
Paris, and by the publishers of Germany, Hol¬ 
land, and America, at the Centennial Exhibition 
in Philadelphia. By this means it will be pos¬ 
sible to prevent the admission of articles un¬ 
fitted for exhibition and to see that the high 
standard necessary for the success of such a 
display be maintained in all its branches.

THE INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT 
NEGOTIATION. 

Frotn Harper^s Weekly, March 25. 

The State Department has authorized a de¬ 
nial of the assertion of the London Athenceum 
that negotiations for a copyright convention had 
been suspended. The department states that 
a project fora convention approved by leading 
authors and publishers was submitted to Great 
Britain, and that a counter-project had been 
submitted by Great Britain to the United 
States. Both projects are now in the hands of 
the public printer, and as soon as copies can be 
obtained, negotiations will be continued. The 
Evening Post, in commenting upon the subject,- 
makes the singular remark that 

“ the chief,‘peculiarity of the present negotiations is that 
they constitute the first attempt to secure copyright by 
what may be called ostensibly secret means. When any 
one has ventured to inquire; what was actually being done, 
the leading publishers have laid their fingers mysteriously 
on their lips, and cried : * Hush! hush ! If you attract at¬ 
tention to what we are doing, you will spoil everything. 
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The way to get copyright is not to let it be known what 
steps you are taking to get it.’ At the same time, the pub¬ 
lishers have not concealed the fact that they were engaged 
in securing foreign authors’ rights by a treaty based on a 
compulsory publication of books in this country.” 

We have followed the course of the project 
with interest and attention, but we are not 
aware of any mystery or secrecy in the sense 
suggested by the Post. The negotiation of a 
treaty is not generally conducted in the news¬ 
papers. But there has been no concealment— 
nor can we imagine any reason for such con¬ 
cealment—of the fact thmt leading American 
authors and publishers had each addressed a 
separate petition to the State Department ap¬ 
proving the draft of a treaty which had been 
submitted for its consideration by an American 
publishing house. There has been no conceal¬ 
ment of the fact that the principle of that treaty 
was approved ten years ago by leading English 
authors—Carlylp, Ruskin, John Stuart Mill, 
Darwin, Herbert Spencer, Huxle)^ Froude, 
Lubbock, John Morley, William Black, Thomas 
Hughes, Harriet Martineau, Lewes, Tyndall, 
McCarthy, Sala, and others. There has been 
no mystery about the fact, which was duly tele¬ 
graphed, that Mr. Lowell, at the instance of 
Secretary Evarts, had brought the subject to the 
attention of the British Government, that cer¬ 
tain specified modifications of the project had 
been proposed, and that Mr. Sackville-West 
came prepared to take up the negotiation with 
Secretary Blaine. The reviews and the news¬ 
papers have also taken part in the discussion, 
and we are not aware that anybody has had any 
interest or object in stifling the debate. 

The projected treaty proceeds upon the prin¬ 
ciple of the English and American law that 
copyright is a private grant for the public 
benefit, and that its terms are to be determined 
by considerations of expediency. The copy¬ 
right law in this country rests upon the clause 
of the Constitution which empowers Congress 
“ to promote the progress of science and useful 
arts by securing for limited times to authors 
and inventors the exclusive right to their re¬ 
spective writings and discoveries.” Congress 
must determine to what authors, and for what 
times, and upon what conditions, this exclusive 
right shall be given. Whether rightly or 
wrongl)% the Constitution does not ••recognize 
the absolute right of an author to control for¬ 
ever the publication of his work. The practical 
question for authors, t'^erefore, is, as Professor 
Huxley pointed out in his evidence before the 
late English Parliamentary commission upon 
the copyright, whether they will reject every 
minor and possible advantage, and insist upon 
nothing less than the legal concession of their 
absolute and indefeasible right to control pub¬ 
lication, or whether they will obtain what they 
can under existing laws and constitutions. 
Ten )^ears ago the English authors decided to 
take the latter course, and agreed that there 
were “ strong reasons for refusing to permit the 
British publisher to share in the copyright 
which they [the Americans] are willing to grant 
to the British author.” The proposed treaty 
provides for the manufacture of the English 
book in this country. This is not free trade, 
nor, under our existing tariff laws, would the 
English manufacture and unrestricted sale in 
this country be free trade. But it is an arrange¬ 
ment which, under simple and feasible condi¬ 
tions, enhances the value of such rights as the 
law now grants to authors. Why should not 


authors support such a scheme? No author 
relinquishes his doctrine of the absolute light 
of control by hearty acceptance of as much con¬ 
trol as he can secure. 


The following telegram from Mr. Smalley 
appeared in the N. Y. T 7 ibttne, March iq: 
‘‘The reaffirmation by The AtheiKrum oi the 
practical failure of the copyright negotiations 
undoubtedly expresses the English Foreign 
Office view. The Times' telegram, while affirm¬ 
ing that the negotiations continue, admits that 
the two Governments present plans radically dif¬ 
ferent, and doubts whether the schemes are 
capable of being reconciled. Leading authors 
here consider that this question, although es¬ 
sentially an authors’ and peojjle’s question, is 
in danger of being made mainly a publishers’ 
question, publishers’ views being allowed far 
too much weight with both Governments. The 
Athenceum declares that the American pro¬ 
posals, if accepted, leave British authors no 
better off than they are now. This also may 
be a publishers’ view.” 

The following comment is from the N. V. 
Evejihtg Post: “ Notwithstanding the official 

denial on this side of the water of the suspen¬ 
sion of the negotiations for a copyright treaty, 
a despatch from London this morning again 
states that there is no likelihood of any con¬ 
vention being satisfactorily concluded. The 
failure of the pending negotiations would be a 
matter for universal regret, because it would 
establish the present system of international 
piracy on a secure footing for many years to 
come, if not forever. Nor is there any real 
excuse for its failure. The delay and trouble 
that have thus far arisen have come solely from 
the publishers insisting on confusing the ques¬ 
tion of authors’ rights with protection to pub¬ 
lishers. As the negotiations have gone on 
they have consequently tended less and less 
in the direction of a treaty to establish an in¬ 
ternational guarantee for literary property, and 
more and more in the direction of a trade agree¬ 
ment between the publishers in the United 
States, England, and Canada to prevent the 
manufacturers of books in each country from 
being injured in their business by the recog 
nition of international copyiight. If the 
publishers would consent to a treaty giving 
authors full right to their property without 
conditions of any kind, there would probably 
be no difficulty in arranging a convention. 
Some of the publishers are, we believe, begin¬ 
ning to see this. The failure of the present 
negotiations will do no American publishers 
any good except those engaged in piracy pure 
and simple.” 


WE’shall present in our next issue two of the 
most recent contributions to the literature of 
copyright, and desire to direct special attention 
to them, because they embody views which, both 
from Philadelphia, are diametrically opposed to 
each other. The one by Judge Tourgee, from 
Our Coutineiit of March 29, is from the author’s 
standpoint, the other, an editorial in the Amen- 
can of March 18, is in the radical protectionist 
and manufacturing interest.

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THE SPRING OUTLOOK. 

A LIGHT market and cautious ventures will 
probably be the verdict of one who scans the 
spring announcements as noted in this number. 
Not that this is to be taken as an indication of 
slack business or of an unpromising spring 
trade, but rather as a forcible illustration of the 
fact that seems to be each year more apparent, 
that the bulk of new business and the pressure 
of new publications is steadily tending toward 
the fall of each year. The publishers all report 
plenty of work in hand, but the majority of all 
such contemplated ventures are reserved for 
“ the f^ll trade.’^ 

We give below the spring announcements, 
compiled from information given by the pub¬ 
lishers, as far as received. 

The American Sunday-School Union has 
now ready “A Fruitful Life,” describing the 
experience and labors of its well-known and 
highly esteemed missionary, the late Stephen 
Paxson ; “ The Great Revival of the Eighteenth 
Century,” by Rev. Edwin Paxson Hood, with 
a supplemental chapter on the Revival in 
America; the story here told is intensely in¬ 
teresting, and will have an appendix and index 
of contents. Also, “ Songs for the Master,” a 
selection from the poems of the late Frances 
Ridley Havergal; and “Worth Having ; or. Old 
Finchley Place,” by Lilian F. Wells. All these 
books are illustrated. The first contains ex¬ 
cellent portraits of Mr. Paxson and the late John 
Adams, LL. D., and the last a picture of Yale 
College Campus and Alumni Hall. The Union 
has also in preparation ‘ Robert Raikes Libra¬ 
ries,” each of which will contain ten i6mo 
volumes of about two hundred pages each, 
covered with stiff paper covers, and will be 
issued in serial form at ten cents per volume. 
The books will be popular, and will meet the 
cry for cheap literature of a pure, healthy, 
vigorous tone. 

The American Tract Society announce for 
the spring season the following juveniles :

“The History of the Woman’s Crusade,” by 
Mrs. Annie Wittenmyer; “Indian Wars of 
New England,” by Col. R. B. Coverly—a record 
of the struggles of the Pilgrim Fathers, to es¬ 
tablish this nation ; a unique and helpful little 
book for the household, entitled “What to Eat 
for Breakfast,” and Prof. Mortling’s complete 
poetical works. 

Estes & Lauriat are rapidly preparing for 
press “ Canoe and Camera,” by T. Sedgewick 
Steele ; also Paddle and Portage,” by the same 
author. These are charming works on hunt¬ 
ing and fishing in the wilds of Maine.

Ginn, Heath & Co. will issue at once Went¬ 
worth’s “Geometrical Exercises;” Halsey’s 
“Etymology of Latin and Greek ;” which pre¬ 
sents within moderate compass the results of 
the latest investigations of the highest authori¬ 
ties : Grecnough’s “ Special Vocabulary to Vir¬ 
gil’s Works,” which will be bound with his edi¬ 
tion of Virgil the coming summer; White’s 
“ Illustrated Vocabulary to the Anabasis ;”

ON CHEAP BOOKS. 

From ike Present Age , Feb . 9. 

The book publishing trade of the United 
States is represented by nearly two hundred 
publishing houses or firms, who carry upon 
their catalogues tens of thousands of volumes, 
many of them purely original American books. 
The increasing activity of the publishing busi¬ 
ness indicates the growing intelligence and 
education of the people, and the improvement 
in the character of American literature is no 
less marked than the superiority of our books 
in a mechanical and artistic sense. Good 
books, tasteful and elegant in construction and 
appearance, are sold in this country cheaper 
than elsewhere in the world, and it is believed 
that Americans are larger bookbuyers than 
other peoples for several obvious reasons. Be 
this as it may, however, it is a well-known fact 
that all classes of the people in this country 
buy and read books to a considerable and in¬ 
creasing extent, and that the teaching of the 
public schools is supplemented bv the knowl¬ 
edge attainable from books. This popular 
tendency is the inciting cause of the enterprise 
of our publishers, who have adopted the policy 
of large sales and small profits, rather than the 
exclusive theory of English publishers, that 
the common people will not buy books, and 
that high prices must be placed upon small 
editions. Our publishers have also taken pride 
in stimulating such mechanical improvements 
and inventions as have cheapened the pro¬ 
cesses of book-making, while rendering the 
ordinary book an artistic production. Not¬ 
withstanding their successful efforts in these 
directions, there is a class of persons who are 
not satisfied, and who have a book hobby to 
ride. They contend that American literature is 
in the hands of monopolists, who cheat the 
public at every turn. As an illustration of this 
class, we may mention the*“ American Book 
Exchange,” whose failure was a recent occur¬ 
rence. Its manager published a good many 
books, mostly pirated editions, and advertised 
them at a price that would hardly pay for the 
paper they are printed on. Of course, they 
were the result of cheap mechanical methods 
throughout, were fuU'of errors, and few of them 
in any respect creditable specimens of Ameri¬ 
can books. The failure of the concern was 
inevitable, though a considerable number of 
people were “ taken in” by its representations. 
Another “cheap” firm, which prints standard 
i2mo editions of histories, biographies, etc., 
recently brought out a i2mo book, in which a 
comparison with the regular edition of the 
same work published by another house dis¬ 
closed some 660 errors, some of them very bad 
and annoying. No person of literary or 
scholarly tastes would care to have such a book 


in his library, even were it a gift. No amount 
of “ cheapness” can excuse such a publication. 
The poorest people may have a degree of pride 
which would lead them to refuse it admission 
to their house. In the character of children’s 
books, there has been a great improvement. 
The current catalogues show a bewildering 
variety of finely illustrated publications,'de¬ 
signed to instruct and amuse the juvenile 
world. Compare in price and quality these 
books with the “ cheap and nasty ” editions ot 
the slop-shops, in which the coloring, the print, 
the binding, and the entire make-up disclose 
the sham as visibly as if it were branded upon 
the books themselves, and the plea of cheap¬ 
ness is at once understood. Such books are 
dear at any price. 

Cheap literature is an American character¬ 
istic ; but books are not cheap that do not ful¬ 
fil the conditions established by the best pub¬ 
lishers in respect to their mechanical as 
well as literary features. If the American 
publisher is to-day successful and prosperous, 
he has not only to thank the intelligence of the 
average citizen, but to take credit to himself 
for representing correctly the literary tenden¬ 
cies and artistic requirements of the age and 
country. If the bookbuying public will dis¬ 
criminate closely in regard to the leatures 
noted above, they may save themselves annoy¬ 
ance and disgust as well as money. We are 
glad to note that a tendency in this direction is 
showing itself, especially in the refusal of the 
shabby books often imposed upon railroad 
travellers. Let every person to whom such 
books are offered, firmly refuse them, and they 
will soon be numbered with other useless 
historical reminiscences. Demand as perfect 
and pleasing work from your bookseller as 
from your house furnisher,and the era ol cheap, 
shabby books will have vanished. 

From the Hour . 

Book publishing is flowing back into its old 
and normal channels. Before the civil war 
legitimate publishers made money by selling 
books which were written by authors of repute 
at poor prices. Toward the close of the civil 
war, books like the “Nurse and the Spy,” 
“ Greeley’s Histor}^” and similar works, sold in 
immense quantities for very high figures. This 
was due to the adoption of the subscription 
system ; by fixing a price that gave a profit to 
the canvasser of $2 per work, enormous edi¬ 
tions of pretentious looking, but worthless, 
works were literally forced upon the reading 
public. In the olden times a publisher was 
satisfied if he sold five thousand volumes of a 
dollar and a half or two-dollar publication ; 
but the high-priced trash issued by the Han¬ 
ford publishers often reached enormous totals, 
a hundred thousand being very frequently sold 
through their system of canvassers. 

But even the bucolic bookbuyer revolted 
against the wiles of the “book-agent, and then 
came the era of cheap publications. Instead 
of trash from $5 to $8 a volume, the best books 
in the language were published for from ten to 
fifteen cents apiece, but the issues were in a 
shape which could not be preserved. It is now 
obvious that the cheap era has come to an end. 
Hereafter, books will be published as of yore, 
at a price which will give a fair profit to the 
publisher and leave something for the author. 
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From the Literary World . 

Whether to the joy or not of the publishers 
we do not presume to say, but the last year was 
signalized by a movement in the direction of 
cheap books which is not likely soon to be lost 
sight of. The Messrs. Harper’s Fra 7 iklin Square 
Library in this country had already begun an 
innovation in the circulation of literature which 
was widely felt ; and just at the end of the 
year some London publishers took a step in 
advance even of that which is to lead one 
knows not where. This step was the issue of 
standard works in sixpenny form, most of them 
illustrated. A beginning was made with Lady 
Brassey’s “Voyage of the Yacht Sunbeam^ 
next by Sir Frederick Martin’s “Life of the 
Prince Consort,” and these have been followed 
by “ The Ingoldsby Legends,” Capt. Burnaby’s 
“ Ride to Khiva,” J. G. Wood’s “ Strange 
Dwellings,*’ Major Whyte-Melville’s “ Kale 
Coventry,” “ Mrs. Caudle’s Curtain Lectures,” 
by Douglas Jerrold, and Defoe’s “Robinson 
Crusoe.” In this cheap style these eight works 
have been sold by many thousands. We are 
inclined to the opinion that, without seriously 
affecting the sales-of standard books in moie 
desirable and expensive editions, there is here 
opened to publishers an entirely new field of 
lucrative enterprise. Such books will not suit 
rich buyers, of whom there will always be a 
plenty ; but they will create a demand" in un¬ 
looked-for quarters.

Mr. William Andrews, honorary secretary 
of the Hull Literary Club, has in press a new 
work, entitled “ Typographical Curiosities.” 

W. L. Allen & Co., London, have in press 
a volume of plays and dramatic scenes suitable 
for private theatricals, by Mr. Martin F. Tupper, 
the well-known author of “ Proverbial Philos¬ 
ophy.” 

Anew edition of the “Memoirs of William 
Hazlitt,” by his grandson, W. C. Hazlitt, will 
shortly be published in London. The errors 
of the former edition have been corrected, and 
fresh correspondence has been added. 

The monograph on Henry Fielding, in the 
English Men of Letters series, is to be written 
by Austin Dobson. The volume on Keats is 
to be the work of Professor Colvin, and that 
on Jerem}’^ Taylor will be written by Professor 
Jowett. The monograph on Macaulay has 
just been completed by its author, Frederic 
Harrison. 

Mr. Gallenga’s new work will be entitled 
“A Summer Holiday in Russia.” He has de¬ 
voted considerable attention to the Jewish 
question. The work will contain chapters on 
Odessa, Kieff, and Warsaw, to each of which 
the author will add an appendix recording his 
views on the subject of the outrages perpetrated 
on the Jews in those cities. 

Sir Charles MacGregor’s forthcoming work 
on Baluchistan, which is edited during his ab¬ 
sence in India by Mr. A. N. Wollaston, will be 
specially interesting from the fact that it will 
include his exploration of the route from the 
Mekran coast through Baluchistan to Sindh, 
which has been a terra incognito to Europeans 
since the days of Alexander. 

“Last week,” says the London Academy, 
“ instead of announcing that Mr. A. J. Munby’s 
charming idyllic poem, ‘ Dorothy,’ was to be re¬ 
printed by the Robertses, of Boston, U. S. A., 
we might have said that it had been reprinted, 
for, before our paragraph appeared, the reprint 
had reached England ; and a very handsome 
little quarto it is, quite putting to shame its 
original published here.” 

“ The recent venture of certain London pub¬ 
lishers in the issue of sixpenny paper editions 
of popular books,” says the Boston Timiscript, 
“shows that even in the matter of publishing 
our English cousins may with profit borrow an 
American idea occasional!)'. In size and shape 
they are quite similar to those of the Franklin 
Square Library ; but the American models have 
been improved upon by the addition of a cover, 
clearness of printing, and attractive woodcuts.” 

David Bogue, London, has published an im¬ 
portant volume for those interested in horse¬ 
flesh, entitled “ Horse Warranty,” by Peter 
Howden. It is described as a plain and com¬ 
prehensive guide to the various points to be 
noted, showing which are essential and which 
are unimportant. He also announces for early 
issue “A Hand-book to the Industries of the 
British Isles and the United States,” by Mr. 
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J. Phillips Sevan ; “ Claimants to Royalty,” 
by Mr. J. H. Ingram ; “ Sparks from the Phi¬ 
losopher’s Stone,” by Mr. J. L. Busford ; and 
“ Dramatic Notes for 1881-82.” 

M. Ernest Daudet, the historian, and brother 
of the celebrated novelist, Alphonse, has just 
published (Paris : Plon) a little volume telling 
the story of the youthful days of the two 
brothers. It is entitled “ Mon frere et moi : 
Souvenirs d’Enfance et de Jeunesse.” The 
future biographer of M. Alphonse Daudet will 
find nothing left for him to do. 

The Art Publishing Co., Toronto, announce 
that they will publish by subscription an illus¬ 
trated work entitled “ Picturesque Canada: 
our Country—as it was and as it is.” The best 
writers and authors have been employed, and 
the work in its entirety is promised to present 
a panorama of Canadian history and lile, from 
Jacques Cartier’s day to the present time. 


“ N. Trubner & Co.,” says the London Book¬ 
seller, ‘^announce the issue of a series of Gram¬ 
mars of the principal European and Oriental 
languages, constructed on an entirely new plan. 
The series may be regarded as an experiment, 
the success of which may lead to important 
changes in the method of studying languages. 
Hitherto, all grammars have been constructed 
on a single model, with arbitrary rules of com¬ 
parison, which served only to point out irregu¬ 
larities and exceptions, to the constant perplex¬ 
ity of the student. In the new series, which is 
edited by Prof. E. H. Palmer, of Cambridge, 
the construction of each language is examined 
separately, and carefully explained in simple 
terms, without recourse to the formulae, rules, 
classifications, and technicalities of the preva¬ 
lent method of teaching grammar. The first 
volume, by the editor, contains grammars of 
Hindustani, Persian, and Arabic, and other 
volumes are in a forward state of preparation.”
